An Explosion of Chemicals in 


Chicago Laboratory 


FILLS THE PLACE WITH NOXIOUS GASES 


And Drives the Inmates of the Old 


Stock Exchange Building to Win- 


dows and Fire Escapes—Excit- 


ing Scenes and Brave Deed*. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—An explosion of 


chemicals in the laboratory of the 
Swanson Rheumatic Cure Co., on the 
second floor of the old stock exchange, 
Dearborn and Monroe streets, yester-

In that year the production of the two 
metals was 4207,200,000. 
The highest 


point R had reached prior to that was 
^14,000,000, in 1878. 


The production of gold last year was 


about double that of 1884 and not far 
from twice that produced every year 
after the first rush of California and 
Australia gold in the 50's down to and 
including 1888. 


America, Australia and Africa have 


contributed about $44,000,000 each to 
this wonderful yellow flood, which comes 
at an opportune time to relieve the 
pessimists of their fear of an inadequate 
supply of money metal of the first class.

WASHIHBTON, Jan. •34.—-The concur- 


rent resolution reported last Wednes- 
day from the committee on foreign 
relations on the subject of the Ar- 
menian outrages was taken up in the 
senate to-day and was passed, after a 
highly interesting discussion. 
Mr. 


Cullom (rep., 111.), who had reported it, 
opened the debate and described the 
occurrences in Turkey as a "massacre 
of innocents, unparalleled for ages." 


Mr. IJlanehard (dem., La.) thought 


that the resolution did not go far 
enough and intimated that the com- 
mittee on foreign relations had been 
slow in its report. 


The committee was defended by Mr. 


Frye (rep.. Me.), who made a very fiery 
speech against the sultan and against 
the European governments which had 
not interfered to protect the Armeni- 
ans. He said that if he had his way 
the American congress would memo- 
rialize Russia to take possession of the 
Armenian provinces, and would inform 
her that the United States would stand 
behind her in doing so. And he de- 
clared that if it were necessary to pro- 
tect American citizens and their prop- 
erty in Turkey, he would order United 
States ships of war, in spite of fort s, 
and in spite of agreement as to the 
closing of the Dardanelles, to place 
themselves before Constantinople, and 
to give that protection to which Amer- 
ican citizens are entitled. 


The concurrent resolution was passed 


without a division and now goes to 
the house. It expresses the earnest 
hope that European concert may speed- 
ily be given its just effect in such de- 
cisive measures as shall stay the hand 
of fanaticism and lawless violence and 
shall secure the rights of the unoffend- 
ing Christians of the Turkish empire. 


An effort was made by Mr. Jones 


(dem., Ark.) to have a time fixed for 
taking- the vote on the house bond bill, 
with the free coinage substitute, but 
as objection was made by Mr. Allen 
(rep., Neb.), Mr. Junes gave notice that 
he would ask the senate next Thurs- 
day to remain in session until that 
matter is disposed of. 


The senate, at 4:10, adjourned till 


Monday next,

After dinner Henson went out to do 
some work, and he told me to come.

Henson was fixing a gate to keep the 
stwck out of the field. It was Benson's 
field. I was without my coat. 
It was 


rainiriK and I went into Bradshaw's 
house which was close by. Henson had 
his coat on. Bradshaw saw me and told 
me to come in. Did so and placed the 
gun in the corner. 
Talked about the 


weather, and Bradshaw asked if I had 
anything to drink. I had a square half- 
pint bottle of alcohol. 
We both took a 


drink; talked awhile and we took another 
drink, then we hid another, making three 
drinks apiece. Bradshaw talked some- 
thing about money matters in Dccatur 
and I talked about what 1 owed him. 
We talked on, until finally Bradehaw 
ordered me out of the house, using an 
oath. He grabbed his gun in his hand, 
and I backed out of the house as 


ning in a itooping portion with a gun 
in his right hand. Afterward I saw the 
England boya in a two-horse wagon 
going toward Latham. I was in a buggy 
going to the Bibold place. Did not see 
the England boys again. 


On cross-examination by Eedman the 


witness testified that he was not more 
than 200 yards distant when hs saw the 
two men on tho porch. The man who 
stood at the west end of the porch had 
his back to me. Did not see anything 
in his hands there, and saw nothing af- 
ter he tur.ied around with his face 
toward me. Don't think he had any- 
thing in his hands before he turned 
around. The men were about six feet 
apart When I heard the report of the 
gun. Witness stated that he was in a

I got out. As I was netting out the old 
man snapped liis gun at me. and one 
load of shot flew past me, how close 1 
don't know. I stumbled and fell against 
a fence and then I tired at Bradshaw, 
when I ran away. Bradshaw was on 
the porch near the east end when I shot 
at him. He was still working with hie 
pun after I shot at him. Did not see 
him again after I ran around tho corner 
of the house. The shooting occurred at 
about half-past 12 o'clock. 1 went to 
Honson's place, and Henson took the 
gun away from me saying, "Here, what's 
thj matter with you fellows?" Then we 
went to Latham where we were arrested.

Bradshaw. I believed that Bradshiiw 
would have killed me had I not fired at 
him. and I believe I would have been 
killed before 1 tired if I had not stumbled 
and fallen agi in?t the fence. 
The gate 


was about 10 feet north of the point 
where I fell in the effort to get away. 
When I got up Bradshaw was working 
at his gun and I fired. Witness had 
been approached by an alleged U. S. 
detective, named McGowan, who had 
tried to work him, his brother and his 
father for 810 or $17. 
Witness had 


always been on good terms with Brad- 
shaw, and each had drank out of the 
other's bottle on many occasions. When 
I fired at Bradshaw I did it to defend 
myself and to get out of the old ttan's 


way. 


On the cross-examination Alva re- 


peated his story substantially as given 
in the direct examination. He got tan- 
gled up a little about his clothes. It 
was July weather, with a slight rain. 
Alva said at first that he went into the 
house to get his overcoat, changing his 
answer in a moment to say that he went 
in after hfs hat. That was after the 
shooting, and just before he and his 
brother started for Latham. 


Samuel Allison said that he lived at 


Latham, ana that he knew A. J. Brad- 
shaw. 
Knew that Braduhaw was a 


drinking man, and that he was quarrel- 
some when drunk. Once when Brad- 
shaw was drunk the old man had as- 
saulted the witness. 


Court adjourned until 8:30 Saturday 


morning. 


This forenoon at the opening of court 


the People were granted permission to 
endorse the name of James Allison on 
the indictment. 


James Allison was sworn. He testi- 


fied: Live in Logan county; am a farmer 
and trader; know Jack Bradehaw and 
whero he lives. Know the England 
boye. Rcmeml|er the assault on Brad- 
shaw. Was out on a trip that day to 
look at some cattle. Was going to Ri- 
bold's. Had to go past the Bradshaw 
place that day about one o'clock. I 
could see the southeast 
porch 
of 


the 
Bradshaw 
house 
and

looking in that direction when I saw 
two men standing on the porch. One 
had a gun. One bad a gun. Did not 
hear loud talk. Was looking at the men 
half a minute. First thing I noticed 
was one of the men whirled about nearly 
facing me. As he turned around I saw 
the smoke of a gun and heard the re- 
port. The man at the east side fired 
the gun. Did not see but one gun and 
heard but one report. Neither man fell 
against or was near the fence. A few 


buggy driving along the road in a walk.

On returning to the court room coun- 


sel for the defense affied 'that tha fur- 
ther hearing of testimony in the case be 
postponed until Monday at 1:30 p. in.,'in 
order that the defense may have an op- 
portunity, in the interest of fairness and 
justice, to investigate and make prepara- 
tion to answer the evidence given by 
Allison, wno had sprung upon the de- 
fendant so suddenly and 'inexpectedly. 
The prosecution offered no tesistance to 
the motion, and after some reflection 
Judge Vail granted the motion, remark- 
ing that if he did not the court might 
comruitja grave error. He said the de- 
fendant was entitled to a fair trial, and 
if the defense had anything to offer to 
combat or break down the testimony of 
Allison, they should certainly be given 
an opportunity to do so. 


Thereupon the further trial of the 


case was deferred until Monday next at 
1:30 p. m., and the court permitted the 
jury to separata. He cautioned all of 
the jurymen on their honor not to talk 
about the case, nor allow anybody to 
talk with them about it, not to read 
anything in the newspapers about the 
trial, and to keep themselves in a condi- 
tion so that they cnn make up a verdict 
on the law and the evidence. 


The evidence of Allison is regaided as 


exceedingly injurious to the defense. 
What Allison had seen and heard on the 
day of the shooting did not come to the 
knowledge of the,, prosecution until yes- 
terday at about noon, and at once a 
messenger was sent for him.

DON'S TRADEREVIEW 


The 'Week Marked by an Appar- 


ent Improvement 


ROT JUSTIFIED BT ACTUAL BUSINESS. 


Prices of Many Commodities Slightly 


Advanced With Nothing in the 


Condition of Irade to Justi- 


fy or Sustain Them. 


' NEW YOBK, Jan. 25.—E. O. Dun A 
Co. report in their weekly review of 
trade, issued to-day: 


Failures for ).'. days of January have 


shown liabilities amounting 812,539.- 
617, against 87.501.209 in 17 days of last 
year, and 813.3.18,990 in 18 days of 1894. 
The failures for the week have been 
373 in the I'nited States, against 363 last 
year, and 61 in Canada, against 39 last 
year. 


The week has been marked by im- 


provement apparent rather than real. 
Prices of some products have risen, 
but only because supplies are be- 
lieved to be smaller than was ex- 
pected. Prices of pig iron and billets 
have risen, but because coke and ore 
have been made dearer and not be- 
cause of any better demand for fin- 
ished products. Money has been easy, 
but only because more has been bor- 
rowed from Europe at a time when the 
actual balances of trade take money 
hence to Europe. 


The senate still injures all business 


by doing nothing, and the treasury 
can not expect to gain in gold as jet 
hut loses less than was expected 
It is 


generally assumed that the new loan 
will be placed 
without 
difficulty. 


Business at the mills does not revive. 


Payments through clearinghouses 


for the week are 0.5 per cent, larger 
than last year, but U4 3 per cent, less 
than in IBM, beini? less satisfactory 
than for u long time. 


A deluge of foreign reports favora- 


ble to wheat speculation found ready 
answer ia onudvanceof over five cents 
here, in spite of western receipts; 50 
per cent, larger than last year; but for 
the crop year to date, all exports have 
been about 11,600,000 bushels smaller 
.than last year. 


Corn advanced because wheat ad- 


vanced, receipts and exports continu- 
ing as before. Cotton rose an eighth, 
although Mr. Ellison estimated the 
yield at 7,000,000 bales, and receipts to 
date support that estimate, but there 
are many who reason that the surplus 
will be dangerously small at the end 
of the crop year, even if the yield is 
7,000.000 bales. The actual marketing 
of goods in Europe and in this coun- 
try hardly supports that view. 


Textile industries do not gain. 


With materials practically unchanged, 
they halt because the demand for fu- 
ture delivery is so narrow. Cotton 
manufacturers have for months been 
storing up goods, but prices have grad- 
ually dexlined ever since October un- 
til now the average is four per cent. 
lower than at that point. 
Woolen 


goods also tend lower with small de- 
mand, and are practically at the prices 
of a year ago, though wool is higher. 
Nor is there anything new in the boot 
and shoe industry, for though hides 
are about 3'^ per cent, lower than a 
fortnight ago, leather does not change 
and boots and shoes are but slightly 
lower. 


While 13 furnaces in the Pittsburgh 


region have stopped since January 1 
the demand for products of iron has 
not on the whole increased, partly be- 
cause the bar, nail and rail associa- 
tions have all refused to lower prices 
Minor metals are all week. 


QUO WARRANTO PROCEEDINGS 


Brought to Revoke the Charter of the Il- 


linois Steel Co. of Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—Attorney -General 


Mahoney will bring quowarranto pro- 
ceedings in the circuit court to-day 
against the Illinois Nteel Co. for the 
purpose of having its charter revoked. 
The company was incorporated in ISi.i, 
and includes the North Chicago Roll- 
ing Mill Co., the Union Steel Co. and the 
Joliet Steel Co. The original organic 
tion was the North Chicago Rolling 
Co., founded by H. H. Porter, and in- 
corporated by special act of the legis 
latnre in 1869. The capital stock was 
83,000,000, of which only one-third 
issued. 


The attorney general's document 


states that the original corporation 
purchased the Chicago Rolling Mil 
Co., paying for that in stock, and in 
1889 incorporated the Union company 
The consolidated concern was namc< 
the Illinois Steel Co., the capital stock 
being fixed at 925,000,000. It is alleged 
the combine increased its capital stock 
to 950,000,000, and in representing tha 
this was the authorized capital stock 
the attorney general declares the com 
pany has exceeded its legal powers, be 
cause the increased amount is in ex 
eeas of the combined capital stoe It o 
the two companies authorized to be is- 
sued by their charters. 


It is also set forth that the compan; 


has purchased all the stock of the Jol 
iet Co., and that it is dealing in rea 
•state contrary to the charter; alsc 
that it has issued consolidated stock tc 
retire bonds of the Union Steel Co 
held by the Metropolitan Trust Co o 
New York, contrary to the law of Illi 
nois.

river of splendid proportions and re- 
markable meandering* through a coun- 
try of boundless fertility :ind beauty, 
was formerly the home of the proud 
and peerless Analostan Indians, and 
from its heights the front ranks of the 
invading1 Susquehannas were driven 
in defeat ivhen they undertook the con 
quest of the south. The hill remain 
where it was reared by omnipotence 
but it is no longer the thing of grandeur 
and beauty which nature created. For 
many years the naval observatory was 
located there, nnd therefore it retain*, 
and will ever retain the name of Ob 
servatory hill, although the origina 
owners called it Analostan castle in a 
guttural tongue which is now extinct 


Long before the most poetic dreamer 


of state craft or prognoeticator of th 
future if the new world conceived the 
idea of an independent republic, am 
many years before George Washington 
liad selected the site of the capital city 
of the new nation which grew from the 
point of his puissant sword, a. littk 
village of Indian traders was located on 
the river front below Analostan ca-stle 
It was called Hamburg-, and was at the 
headwaters 
of 
the 
"Powtowmiu-U 


river." It was at this point that Uen 
Tiraddock landed his troops, and upon 
this hill that he organized his forcei 
for that disastrous march towards Forl 
OuQue.sne, where Pittsburgh, 1'a., is 
now located. Braddock and the ma- 
jority of his men- fell before the allied 
French and Indians; and Col. George 
Washington saved the little rrmnantot 
the misguided and unfortunate expedi- 
tion. The so-cnlled "western frontier'" 
has gradually moved towards the set- 
ting sun since that day, until at last 
there is no western frontier; nnrt the 
xvar department has recognized that 
fact by recently abolishingmany of the 
forts and barracks in the western sec 
t;on of our country. 


One of the earliest sellers upon/the 


ground which is now the national cap 
ital was Fleet, an English fur trader, 
who grew very rich out of his traffic 
with tlie Analostans and other Indian 
tribes. 
He kept a journal, or diary, 


and it contains the first description of 
Hie virgin state of the wonderful and 
beautiful city of Washington. 
Fleet 


wrote: "Monday, June £5, 1731. This 
place, without all question, is the most 
pleasant and healthful place in all the 
country, and most convenient for hab- 
itation. The 27th of June 1 manned my 
shallop. We had not rowed above, three 
miles, but we might hear the falls to 
roar about six miles distant. The In 
diaiis occupying this territory in the 
delta of the two rivers were called Na- 
costines or Anoeostians 
The river 


aboundcth with all manner of fish. The 
Indians in one night commonly will 
catch 30 sturgeon in a place where 
the river is not above 12 fathoms brood 
And as for deer, buffaloes, bears, tur- 
keys, the woods do snann v* ith them." 


One mile from Analostan castle was 


a little stream which also abounded 
with fish. It was called Goose creek 
by the people who came here during 
the century following the advent of 
Fleet. And when the capital city was 
located here it waa given the name of 
Tiber, in memory of the river of an- 
cient Home. Thomas Moore, in sar- 
casm wrote of it: "Whut was Goose 
creek once, is Tiber now." 
Gottlieb 


(irannmer, an early settler, wrote that 
"the valley of Goose creek has for in- 
.nanlerable years been ]>eriodically vis- 
ited by the Indians, « ho called it their 
fishing ground, and they assembled 
there in great numbers in the spring 
months to procure fish. A point, now 
called Greenleaf*s Point, was the prin- 
cipal camp and the residence of their 
chiefs, where councils were held among 
the various tribes thus gathered there." 


There is to-day nothing left of t"ha 


ancient hamlet of Hamburg but two 
brick chimneys, standingneartheriver 
front, like sentinels of the past, help- 
lessly watching the growth of a city 
ajid the destruction of the land marka 
which were once dear to the rich trader 
who dwelt in his palatial mansion, and 
exchanged cheap beads, gnudy ribbons 
and deadly whisky for the products of 
the chase which the ximple people of 
the land brought to him. In those days 
the furs which were sent to Europe 
from America brought almost fabulous 
sums; and tbe wealthy ladiei of the 


Out in the middle of tlie Potomac 


river, during the post century, alluvial 
accretions formed an island, which 
was submerged at low tide. Grasses 
•weed and tiny trees grew upon it, nnd 
sportsmen found rich harvest sot pleas- 
ure and profit in quest of the reed 
birds, ducks and geese which make the 
place their fall and winter dwelling 
place. Ten years ego the engineers oi 
the war department, making use of 
liberal congressional appropriations, 
began what was called theM're-clamn- 
tion of the Potomac flats." With scows 
and dredge* they scooped the alluvial 
deposits and concentered them. They 
surrounded them with 
stone, walls, 


and filled them with earth tal;cn from 
\arioiiB points in the city where build- 
ing operations were going on. 
To- 


day the old Potomac Rate are almost 
forgotten and in their plncc is an arti- 
ficial island about a mile in length, and 
nearly hr.lf a mile wide. It is covered 
with trees of many varieties, and 
skilled landscape gardeners are trans- 
forming it intoa park nnd ploasuredrive 
which bids fair to become justly 
bratec! for picturesq'ieness ard beauty. 


When the great civil engineer, Maj. 


L'Knfnnt, prepared the 
plan 
upon 


which the capital city was built, and 
out of which it has already grown far 
beyond the expectation or imagination 
of the designer, the village of Ham- 
burg still existed. The people there 
complained bitterly that 20th Rtreot 
should run right through their hnmlet, 
regardless of theii* property rights. 
Thej expected a London or a Paris to 
immediately grow upon them, and were 
indignant with Jie engineer who pre- 
pared the 
plans. 
They 
protested 


against their approval. Uut they have 
long since been gathered unto their 
fathers, and the village of Hamburg 
is almost a faded reminiscence. Their 
rights were never disturbed, nnd they 
lived to the ends of their days upon 
the lands which they had acquired by 
priority of settlement. 
Their heirs 


moved into the more popular portions

of the new city, ancl their property is 
now, by purchase and sale, in the hands 
of men and women whose grandfathers 
were then unborn. They could not dip 
into the future and see all the wonders 
which should grow around their pris- 
tine habitation. They never saw the 
Potomac flats, nor heard the hills re- 
sound with the whistles of palatial 
steamers plying the placid stream on 
which their shallops floated. I have 
often imagined how the man whom 
Pocahontns saved would rub his eyes 
and pinch himself to realize that he 
was the same John Smith, if he could 
row his heavy boat up the Potomac 
from Norfolk to-day and ga^e upon the 
transformation scene. 


But Analostan castle is no longer 


known by that name, and Observatory 
hill is no longer the place where scien- 
tists study the hea\ens anil wield the 
ponderous 
telescope. 
The 
entire 


plant of the naval observatory has 
been transferred to the heights back of 
old Georgetown, thpt former snbui 1) of 
Washington, which is now a very im- 
portant purt of the city proper; that 
wonderful elevation which the original 
lord of the domain called the "Rock of 
Dumbarton;" for that splendid and 
\ast elevated acreage was originally 
granted to a Scotchman named Ninian 
Beall, who came here from the vicinity 
of the medieval Dumbarton castle, 
which is celebrated in the interesting 
iction of the "Scott ish Chiefs," by .Tane 
t'orter. Everything- has changed and 
is constantly changing, so that the 
student of current local history is in- 
voluntarily reminded of the saying of 
:he Apostle Paul: "Old things have 
passod 
away. Behold! All things 


lave become new."

DIES SUDDENLY OF HEART FAILURE. 


Tbe President Apprised of the Death of Mr. 


Runyon— Brief Sketch of the Life 


«nd Labors of the Distin- 


guished Statesman. 


BERLIN, Jan. ST.—Hon. Theodora 


Runyon, the American ambassador 
here, died of heart failure at one 
o'clock this morning. 
The President AdvlMd of Amtmuador 


Kunyon'i Uesth. 


WASHINGTON, .Tan. 37.—The sudden 


death in Berlin of the American am- 
bassador, Theodore F. Runyon this 
morning, was communicated to the 
president by the United Press. 
Be- 


yond that information the government 
had not been advised of the startling 
newt,. It* occurrence at so early an 
hour in the morning, of course, pre- 
vented the possibility of anything like 
general circulation. 
It is certain that 


the president and state department 
will have official notice before the 
hour for beginning of business to-day, 
when whatever action is necessary to 
be taken, will be promptly attended 
to. 


Theodore F. llunyon was born at 


Somerville. N. J., October 36, 1822. He 
graduated from Yale college in 1842, 
and in 1844 was admitted to the bar. 
In 18(>a he was made city attorney and 
in 1856 city counsellor of Newark, N. 
J., a position retained until 18H4, when 
he became mayor of the city. He was 
appointed, in 1856, a commissioner to 
revise and codify the militia laws of 
New Jersey, and in 1857 was made 
brigadier general and subsequently 
major general of the New Jersey 
national guard. 


At the outbreak of the civil war he 


was placed in command of the New 
Jersey brigade of volunteers. 


In 1865 he was democratic candidate 


for governor of his state, but was not 
elected. From 1873 to 1887 he was 
chancellor of New Jersey. In March, 
1893, he was appointed by President 
Cleveland American minister to Ger- 
many and shortly afterwards was made 
ambassador. The degree of LL. D. 
was, conferred upon him by Yale, Rut- 
gers and Wesleyan colleges.
